On Friday laR arrived the (h p Candidate, from Bombay 
anl Cochin, bunging the fallowing paflengers to tins Pre- 
fidency : Mrs. C'ta.kfon. Mtrllis. Crawfai^ Dingle. Seed-" 
mm, Godwin, Monif n, Sraigie, Bnuchie^ Sparrow, Lewis, 
Jenings, Writers on the Bombay Elta^lliment, who have 
come round to enter as Students at tEe Fort \yilliam Coi« 
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^Lifutenant C. Poole, Enfi(>ii Macdougal, Meffrt. M*CaK 
lock and Woodcock, arc Pafleogers on che Gaojava, which 
arrived on Fiiday laft, from China and Prince of WaU»*a 
Ifland. 

The Sarah, Capt<^iti Fitzherberf, which arrived from 
Soofoo, on Friday la ft, brings accounts of the capture of 
the Perfeverance, cut out fiom Acheen Roads, by a fmall 
Schooner rigged vcftel on the 19th November. A French- 
man IS arrived on the Sarah. He was prize mailer of the 
Bee, a fmall veffel taken by L*Uai, the day before her cap, 
ture by H. M. Ship Arrogant. He fold his prize at Achecr, 
where fnc is^now faid to be fitting out ; in tl« irean^tiine 
the French ‘crew had betaken tliemfclvea to a Tmall boat, in 
the hope of making depredations upon the coalt of Pedier, 
but were fortunately captured, and carried to Prince of 
Wales’s ifland. 


On Thurfday lall accounts were received of the arrival of 
the (hip Ganjava, Captain Barber, from China, laft from 
Pin, mg. 

By the Ganjavaj we have been favoured with the follow- 
ing account of an action which took place on the 3d of No- 
vember lad, between the Honourable Company's armed Ihip 
Corn-nsnlltSf Capt.iln Romaine, and La Glo. e, French Priva- 
teer, olf ihe Sand Heads. 

On the 3d of November, at 6 A. M. being in Lat. 19® 
47' Long. 68' Kail faw a Ihip a head Handing to the Well- 
ward ; — at pall 8 the ftrangcr tacked and Hood towards the 
Com-Lua/^.^^ At J- pad 9 made the private fignal to her, which 
Ihc did nor anfwcr ; — cleared Ihip for ailion— at 20 minutes 
pad 10 ; — from the very fufidcious appearance of the Ihip and 
of her fnperiority fo the Loriiw.iIliN, as well as from the in, 
formation of a Genrleman on bojnl who had recently been at 
Mauritius and knew her to be La Clone privateer ot 18 Guns, 
Twelve and Nine Pounders and 170 men, tatked Ihip to join 
fiv^ fail ol American fliips which were tlu-ii in fight hall cour- 
fes down ; minuii-s pad 10, it being little wind, perceiv- 
ed the Priva^r with her fwceps out; at 11 goi out on 
fweeps, fhewcJour Colours and fired two Ihot .icrol's. her IsHi-. 
foot and another^at her which palTcd over hei , the iinine>Ji. 
ately returned it with her Bow guns, hoided the Natiot.ai 
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Colours ; a running and galling fire was now kept uport both 
(ides with round grape and double headed (hot ; at half paft 
noon, finding that the Corn^walUi had no ftern chacers, the ‘ 
Priv.itccr got right in her wake, by which means hej^ fails and 
rigijing w ere much cut, the enemy keeping within Mulket 
ihet on her quarter and dircft in licr wake; at two P. M. 
having neared the Americans a good deal and finding that the 
fnot from one of them reached him, the eiie ny hauled his wind 
ciofe on the flarlioard tack and fijodofF ; the Cornivalhs was 
immediately brought to the wind alfo on the fame t*ack and 
commenced a \ery brill: fire upon him, hut tho’ many of her 
Ihot reached (hutted him, he mide fuch good life of his Sweeps 
as be (oon out or Gun (hot ; (he kepi hovering about the 
American<. during the reft of the afternoon, but left them du- 
ring the night and was not to befecninthc morning. The 
fails and riggings of the CarntoaUit were much cut, but fortu- 
nately nopeifon was hurt, excepting the Boatfwain, wounded 
by a grape (liof,

Jonathan Young, Commander, from Bom’'":} , ladeti'win’i Cop- 
per, Lead, Iron, and Bales, on account of the Hon. Comp my, 
Paflengcrs Mri>. Hunter, Mr. Hunter, Sjrgeon on this Kita- 
blilhment, and Mr. S. Aftc. 

The l.alla failed from Bombay on the 2orh of Odlober. ' 
We have been favoured with the lollowing particulars of hei 
vov.ige ; — On the Malabar Coaft, flic experienced light vari- 
able winds, chiefly foutherly, with a current fetting to the 
northward ; fo that fhe did not reach the latitude of Cape 
Comorin bf.dbic the 9ih of November. It was the Com- 
mander’s intention to put in at Columbo (^r Point dc Galley for 
the purpofe of Idling up his water, the confiiinption of which 
was great, from having five horfeson boaid. But on the 9rh 
of November, came on a frclh gale from the weftward, 
which would have made it dangerous to go into either of 
thofe ports. It then became iiceelTary to ftand in for Trittco- 
maU, and a^ihis time the current ran to the fouihwardat the 
rate of from 60 to 72 miles in 24 hours. On the 19th in the 
evening, arrived in the harbour, and anchored in Nicholfon’s 
Co'Z'e, 

This ^ harbour is too well known to require a particular 
defeription. It is univerfally allowed to be one of the fineft 
in the world. I'lie fort, which is fituared on a neck of land, 
contained between the open fea and the northern extremity 
of the harbour, has a commanding afpcfl. 'fhe flag ftaff is 
eredicd on a point of land about half a mile to the north- 
, weftward of the fort. 1'his point, projcdling into the fea, is 
high and fteep, confcqucntly the moft confpicuous part to 
Blips at a diftance. Its latitude is S'* 34’ N, and its longu 
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tode, by the medium of a great number of Lunar obfervafions, 
Mr. Bagfhaw, the Mailer Attendant, has determined to be 
8i® i8' E. 

Ntchol/oa's Cove, where the Lalla came to, con^.ined be- 
tween the points of Elephant and Ofnaburgh, is capable of 
containing five or fix large (hips, and here they are complete- 
ly iheUcred from every wind. On the top of Ofnaburgh 
point is a fm.ill fort. The afeent, from the weftern fide of 
the point, is ftcep and rugged ; hut the labour bcllpwed on 
furmounting it is amply rewarded, by a moft intcrefting and 
romantic profped of the fort and the great bafon, with the 
various contained in it. 

The edge of the harbour, on the rond from this point to 
Trtniomale fort, is lined with rocks ot pure Quartz, as white 
as Alabailcr, and fplitting into regular forms, rcfembling 
cryftals. All the banks of the harbour and the iflands con- 
tained in it, arc covered with wood, the growth of which is 
found to be exceedingly rapid, ^'his wood, when the place 
came into our hands, extended up to the fort, and furrounded 
it on all fides. It doubtlcfs contributed greatly to the former 
unhealthinefs of this llation ; which was feverely experienced 
by the fleet under Sir Edward Hughes in 1782, and in no fmall 
degree by his Majefty's 80th regiment on their firft arrival. 
The wood is now cleared away, to a confiderable extent 
round the fort ; this work is ftill continued, and the climate 
is found to be improved in proportion to its progrefs. The 
troops are now healthy, and the fick from other parts of 
India, who have repaired here for change of air, have ex. 
perienced a rapid convalefcence. Among the trees furniflied 
by the woods in this vicinity, arc the Sattm wood and a 
fpccies of Ebony, 'I he former arrives to a great fize, fo 
as to yield Planks of 2 J feet in breadth. The harbour pro- 
duces great abundance and variety of fi(h. Turtles are not 
uncommon. The only fruit, when the Lalla was there, were 
Plantains and Water-Melons, but at the proper feafon they 
have grapes, which are faid to be of a good quality. * 

The bufinefs of watering and receiving the ncceflary fup- 
plics occupied two days ; during which the Commander and 
PaflengcTs were entertained with great hofpitality, at the ^ 
houfe of Mr. Baglhaw. November aift, at one P. M, 
weighed,, with the wind atN. N. £. and afterwards hadfrefh 
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brazc!i»at N. N. W. W. S. W. S. S. E. till the 30th 
in me morningt when they made the Great AnJamatr, without 
going to the fouth ward of 7*^58. N. So expeditious a pro- 
grefs flatttred them with the hopes of a fpeedy termination 
to their voyage ; but from this time, the winds hanging 
much to the northward, they were obliged to ft.ind ofF and 
on, and did not clear the Ifland before the 6th of December. 
On the t3th made the Latitude 17 North, and from that 
time had light variable winds and calms, with foutherly cur- 
rents, at the rate of 18 and 20 miles a day, till the 2 id when 
they reached the Lat. 18®. The dock of water, rice and 
other provilions being nearly exh.uidcd, it was dcierminid 
to touch at Cheduba ; and they got fight of that Ifland oil 
the morning of the 2 2d. On the 23d in the morning, en^ 
tered the draits, and on the following day, at 3 P. M. an- 
chored at Cheduhri, in fathoms, mud; in Lat. 18® 51’ N. 
about two miles off the fort, which is the rcfidcncc of the 
Rajah, or Governor, under the King of Ava. Before the Ihip 
came to anchor, the Rajah font od'a boat, with a prefent of 
fruit, and with indrudions to inquire whether (he W’as in 
want of Provifions. 

At this place, Captain Young, who went immediately on 
fliore, found Captain Alms, formerly commander of the 
Amboyna, with three European officers 'a Carpenter, Boatf- 
wain. Gunner, his Mate (all Europeans) and about feventy 
jafears. Their Ihip, bound from Bengal to Amboyna ^ was 
taken, on the 15th November, in Lat. 19 N. Long. 90 
E. by the French Privateer /.a Glotrcj Captain Bourgogne, and 
they were landed at Cheduba on the 30th of the fame month. 
The Rajah at fird affured them of unconfl rained permiflion 
m depart, and promifed to fupply a boat for their convey- 
ance to Bengal ; but after La Gloire was gone, he began to 
prevaricate, and at length owned that he could not releafe 
them till he thould receive an anfwer from Ava, which could 
not be expeded in lefs than forty days. 

La Gloire was feen on the 6th of December, working 
out by the ndirthern paflfage ; but the Rajah afterwards in- 
formed the Priloners, that when clear of the Ifland, flic deer, 
c^to the f<}uthward,* and in the night of the Sth the report 
of feveral cannon was heard in that quarter, where two other 
ihips had been feen by the natives. Tlief<; circumdances led , 
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Capt. Alms and his officers to conclude that the prtvateer 
had there fallen in with fomeofour cruiz.ers. She is deferi. 
bed to be a long (hip, low in the water, with black fidcs, 
V ry t.unu. rigged, with the ftern entirely open. She carried 
aoo men, fevenry of whom were completely armed for board- 
ing, when flic came along-fide of the Amboyna. Captain 
B. informed the Prifoners that their fliip was tlic firft prize 
he had taken fince leaving the Ifle of France. He had, fomc 
days betoie, been chafed by a large Ihip, and thr9vv’n over- 
boaid all his guns, except two, which he ufed as ftern. chaces. 
The prilbners fpokc highly of the condiidl of Capt. B. and 
his officers, who treated them with the utmoft kindnefs, 
permit ling tliein to retain their private piopcrty, und fup- 
plying them with money to defray their expenccs, during 
the lime they migiit be obliged to refide at Chtduba. But 
the delay, protra-^ied fo far beyond their expeftation, had 
nearly exhauftcvl their Itoek ; and as the Rajah qade them no 
allowance, they wcic under no fmall anxiety about the means 
of fubfiftencc. Another fource of great uncafinefs to Capt. 
Alms, was the mutinous condudl of fome of his own people, 
which nianifcfted itfell foon after they were put on (hore. 
But this, by a proper exertion of firmnefs cn his pan, had 
been in good meafure fubdued before the arrival of the Lalla. 
The light of her <i./akencd their hopes anew, and they repeated 
their folicitationa to the Rajah, but in vain ; fo that no- 
thing farther could be done for their relief than to give them 
fuch a fcanty fupply as could be Iparcd, and to convey the 
intelligence of their fituation to Bengal. 

The live ftock obtained here confifts of fowls, ducks and 
hogs. Rice is produced on the ifland in abundance ; fi(h of 
a good quality are plentiful, and the natives fall or dry them 
very well ; but during the time that the Lalla remained 
there, no frcih filh could be procured, bccaufe the Rajah 
had ordered all the boats to be drawn on (bore, from an ap, 
prehenfion that Capt. Alms, or fome of his people, might find 
an opportunity, by their means, of cfcaping on board* of the 
Ihip. All thefc provifions arc cheap, wheit there arc no 
ftrangers at the port, but the arrival of a Angle veflel raifes 
the price very much, as may be feen by •the following coi|. 
parativc table of prices, when the French Privateer was 
ahece^ and nine days after her departure,

The Fort is an enclofure formed of Bamboos. The houfes 
are conftruti^cd of the fame materials, and thatclud with 
ftraw. They are raifed on pofts of wood, about tA O or three 
feet from the ground, to prcferve them from w'Ct; this part 
of the country being overflowed during the rains. At pre- 
fent all the wells arc dried up, and water for the (hip was 
procured from a river to the fouthward of the Fort. And, 
although the boats went a long way up the river, yet the 
water they got there was brackilh. 

December 26th, left Cheduba, and on the ift of January, 
at Noon, having juft croffed the fwatch, inlat. 21 05, fpokc 
the Lord Walsingham, Karl Spenckr, Tellichfry, 
and Herculean, fupplied them with as much live flock, 
rice, vegetables and water, as could be fpared. Next morn- 
ing fpoke the Perseverance brig, Captain M'Neelance, 
from Prince of Wales’s liland, from w hence he had failed 
upwards of two months. His ticc and w.iter having been 
almoft expended, he fent his boat up the Aracan River, where 
ftie was detained eleven days, and nearly given up for loll ; 
hut (he returned at the end of that time and brought abun- 
dance of water, rice, and fre(h provifions ; fo that this veflTel 
was enabled to contribute towards the relief of the Indiamen. 
Had Cheduba been better known as a place of refrcftiment, 
the dillrcfs of thofe (hips might have been alleviated, at Iea(l 
a fortnight fooncr ; for they were o(F that Ifland ; but the 
account in the Diredlory having led them to fujipofe that no 
fupplies could 'be obtained there without (ighting for them, 
they declined going in. About fix weeks ago, they fell in 
jvith his Majefty’siftiip Arrogant, oflF the Nicobar s , (he kept 
company with them five days. The Arrogant mentioned 
having chaced a privateer, which probably was La Gloirr. .

The Amcrienn (hip Fanny, Captain Macalifter, wlWch ar- 
livcd on Fritl.fy laft, from England, left the Downs on the 
i8th of Aiigufl, and touched at TenerifFe, whence (he failed 
on the 26tli of September. During her (lay at this lHand, 
a Ihip came in bringing accounts of a dreadful plague that had 
broken out at Cadiz in Spain, and carried off in the courfe of a 
few days, a confidcrable portion of the Inhabitants. An En- 
glilh Si.|,?edron had made an attack upon Fcrrol, with what 
It was not dated. On the 2d of November, the Fan- 
nv fj'okc the Abundant Store Ship, from London, td the Cape 
ol Good Hope, and fuppHed her with water and providons. 

TJic American Hrig Eliza, from Hamburgh, on the 3d of 
Aiiguft, and the Cape towaids the end of Odober, is alfo arri- 
ved — H. M. (hip Diomede, the Honourable Captain Elphin. 
(lone, had been difpatched from the Cape, in (jiieft of three 
Freiuli Frigates, known to have been at Monte Video, in Rio 
la Plata, but was not fortunate enough to fall in with them. 
Captain Klnhinllone, had however made feme Captures In the 
courfe of his. cruize, two of which arrived at the Cape previ- 
oufly to the Eliza's departure. Thefe were fold together with 
their Cargoes, confiding of Hides, Tallow, S:c. &c. in which 
latter article, the purciiafcrs had the good fortune to find con- 
cealed a very conliderable Aim in Dollars. 


Captain Sydenham, Mr. S. N. Wyatt, AlTiftant Surgeon ; 
Mclfrs. Howelb Simpfon, Avitmall, Galoo, and M.dchus, are 
PalTengers, on the Anna, which arrived here on Friday, fiom 
China, whence (he failed on the z^th of November. Confi- 
derable apprchc’ dons were then entertained for the fafety of 
the Honourable Company’s (hip Talbot, which had been a 
mifiing (hip for upwards or (ix weiks, and was lad fecn in a 
very violent Gale ol Wind. 

All the other (hips from Bombay and Madras, had arrived 
in fafety at Canton. The H. C. fliip Ganges having proved 
very leaky on the voyage, a furvey was ordered to take place 
as foon as (he could be unladen, to examine whether (he was 
in a date to receive Cargo, for Europe. 

Accounts from the Coad, brought here oh Friday Eveningj^ 
Rate the Capture of the (hip Frederic North, from Columboir 
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to this* port, by La Gloire Privateer, on the 2d inftant, ofF 
Point Palmiras. The PafTcngers and crew were landed on 
feme part of the Coromandel Coaft. 

A privateer of 26 twelve pounders, and twelve nines upon 
the quarter deck and forecaftle, full of men, commanded by 
Captain Mourain, failed fiom Nantz the 18th July : She was 
to flop at the Ifte of France, and thence to proceed to the Bay 
ot Bengal ; wiih a brig in company of 18 nine pounders. 

Anotlier privateer .loin Bcuideaux, 26 twelve and 10 fix 
poundci!-, failed e irly in J’in , wi ll a Cargo of Wine ; die was 
fnppofid to be the oi.e that cngiged ti e Wellelly, Captain 
Gordon, oft' the coaft ot in Ai'guft I.ift. 

Eleven fail of tl.cline [Englilh} in riic North Sea. 

Thelatt-r 'rd of September laft, a rraift gallant exploit was 
pcrforimd by the boats of the Squadron Mider C 'pt. Hothani, 
cniiftng off ilic Hie oi France, cutting out of the inner-liarbour, 
the Ihip Sv a Nymph, under Hanibro’ colours. The particu- 
lars ire as follows ; — This ftiip was diftovered by the fqua- 
dron early in ilie morning clofe under Cannonnccr's Point, 
with light airs of W'ind, off the lan^l ; and notwiihftanding 
every exertion 0i oath fliip, they could not prevent her from 
getting clofe under the batteries ; alrhnugli the Lancaftcr fired 
fcvcral broadfidcs at her; — She was fupported by a number of 
fhot fiorn the (hore, and the boats from the Privateers, in the 
harbour, towed her into flielter about noon. 

“ Captain Hotham was now determined not to part with 
her, notwithftaiiding they had fuccceded fo far, as to get her 
into the inner-harbour, protected by a chain of batteries and 
.three privateers, ready for fca. At fun fet the boats of the 
fquadron were hoifted out, well manned and armed, with vo- 
lunteers ; but notwithftanding every precaution was ufed to 
prevent the enemy from perceiving our intentions, it was 
loon made known to the Captain of the port, that the Englifti 
bad their boats out, and fuppofed for the purpofe of cutting 
out this ftiip. I In confequence of which a party of forty fol- 
diers was fent on board her from the (hore, and all the bat* 
terics manned, ica^y to prevent a furprife ; at the fame time 
%rce boats were ordered from port to tow her Hill farther up 
the harbour. 
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** It appears from the Supracargo's account, that lie wat 
ordered to go on board his Ihip by the municipality, juft as it 
was dark, when he found his (hip in poiTeiTion of the French 
troops, and the boats in the aft of towing her fa’^ther up ; 
that he had not been on board more than fix minutes, before 
fix Finglifti boats were difeovered clofc a-long fide, and a dreads 
ful fire commenced on all fides immediately ; but, in a few 
minutes the Britifti Tars had pofiefiion of her, and, moft of 
the Frenchmen killed or wounded. They inftantly cut the 
rope, by which the French boats were rowing, and fent their 
own boats in their ftead. 

** They towed the (hip’s head round, and made fail on her, 
the wind being direft out ; upon which a moft tremendous 
fire w.is opened upon them, not only from the batteries, with 
(hot and (hells, but from the privateers of which they had to 
pafs within piftol (liot. By the bravery and good manage- 
ment of the Britifti feamen, (he was foon without their reach ; 
altho’ the (hip was much difabled and her nulls and riggings 
cut to pieces, with the lofs of eight feamen killed and wound- 
ed. 'I'he firft Lieut, of the Laiicafter loft his arm; — the 
fiaughter among the French was great, even from their own 
guns. She arrived at the Cape on the iSth Oftober, with 
fcveral other prizes offmall value.'' 

On the 12th ultimo ar.ived at Bombay, the Honourable 
Company’s Cru'uer Princefs Royal, Lieutenant Francis Hig- 
ginfon, frOTi the North weft Coaft of Guzzerar, 1 aft from 
Diu, having in tow a piratical Dingey taken by one of the 
armed velTcls employed on the Surat ftation under the orders 
of Commodore Selby. On the evening before the Princefs 
Royal came in (he fell in with nine Mahratta gallivats, who 
appeared to meditate an attack, but on the Princefs Royal 
faluting them with a few difeharges of round and grape ftiot, 
they defiftsd and bawled their wind to the Northward. 


We hear that the Honourable the Court of Direftorf hare 
been pleafed to prefent Thomas Wilkinfon, Ef(f. of the Civil 
Service of the Bombay eftabliftimcnt, with the fum of£, 2500, 
in leftimony of the high opinion they entersain of his Service^ 
while employed as Prefident of the Commiifion in Malabar iiT 
the year 1 796 and part of 1 797. 
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We finderftand from authority that the name of Carnac has 
been aflumed by James Rivett, Efq. a Member of Council at 
Bombay, as his foie furname, in compliance with the Will, 
as well as from motives of refpedl and regard for the memory 
of the late General Carnac. 

Letters from Tranquebar mention the arrival of the Efthcr 
at that Port,— fhe left the Mauritius on the 5th of November, 

By the.fame medium we learn, that feveral trading (hips 
had arrived at the IHand from Bourdeaiix, which were fitting 
out as Privateers, and that no lefs than 1 1 Ihips of that de- 
feription were out on their cruife at the time of the Efthcr's 
departure. 

A Frigate and Corvette had arrived from Europe, and 
which were faid to be the forerunners of fcvcral armed (hips.

— Aftei they had clung 13 homs to the* rigging, 
a boat manned with liutmah men, c<)me nut to the afTiflance 
oF the crew ; the whole of which was fortunately picked 
up.— The lols of the Mermaid is entirely to he attributed 
to her unmanageable ftate, caufed bv her having been dc* 
privedof the main and mizen mafls, when captured and 
releafed by the l^rivateer Malariic. 

Letters from Tranquehar, mention the arrival of a veflel 
at ihat place, from the Ifle of France, which (lie left on the 
16th of November . — By this conveyance, intelligence is 
received that La Conhance, Captain SurcoufF, with his 
prize, the Kent, reached Mauritius, in fafety early in the 
month of November. The Cartel, Le Liberaieur, dif- 
patched from this port in June laft, had Iikcwilc arrived, 
after a pafTage of five months, conveying thither feveral of 
The pnfoners captured in La Forte, whofe Commanding 
Officer, it is faiJ, has been tried by a Court Martial for the 
loCs of the Frigate and honourably ueqait ed upon the grounds 
of the very fupcrior force of her opponent La Sybille.

A letter from an Officer, dated on board the Caledonian, 
at the Cape of Good Hope, in March Jafl fays, •* Such 
was the incredible violence of the wind in the late 'ftorm 
we encountered in latitude 23. 30. and longitude 58. £aft, 
that o.ie of the people, in coming down from the main-top, 
had his fhirt blown to pieces fiom his back ; and the jolly 
boat was blown from the flern, and carried pecpendicnlirly 
as high as the mizon^yard. 
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January i\tb,-~On Monday laft arrived the Ihip Burnaby, 
frbm Bencoolen, under charge of Mr. Ruflell, the Chief Officer, 
Captain Gardyn, having died during the voyage. 

'^rhe Bufnaby failed from Bencoolen on the 6th November, 
and has had a very tedious paiTage up the Bay. 

The Dnnifh Company's (hip Bckkelkow, Captain Rrag, 
arrived alfo on the fame day, from Copenhagen, laft from the 
Cape of Good Hope ; (he failed from the former place on the 
14th of June, and from the latter the 20th of Oftober.

" Scindea, has nr laft made a movement for his returr 
Hindoftan, he left !iis palace on the 5th inftant, and is nov 
living in his tents about fix cofs from Poonah.— The army 
have not as yet broke ground, though they arc in the hourly 
cxpedlation of receiving orders for that purpofe. — We pn- 
not leave Poonjh without recalling to mln^ the many civilities 
we have invariably received in this quarter, from the Britilli 
Refident Colonel Palmer, nor caii any length ol time efface 
from our memory, his polite and hofpitable conduft towards 
us ; his benevolence and generofity have fo repeatedly been 
noticed by others, that it is almoft unneceffary to repeat them. 
Suflicc it to add, the heart, which is capable of diffufing fo 
much good to its fellow creatures, will always find an inward 
gratification amply to coinpenfaie him for the aft, a reward 
to a feeling breaft, far fuperior to the commendation of

On his luccedion to the Command of the Forces in Bengal, Gene- 
ral CARNAC early dillinguilhcd him felf by the important Viflory 
gained over the Shah Zaodah on the 15th January, 1761, near Be- 
HAR, which was followed by the furrendcr of the Prince and the refto- 
ra'tioWof «neral tranquillity to the Cpuntry ; nor weie the public ad- 
vantage! Stained on this occafion. the only Laurels which were reaped 
by the Vi£tor — His honourable and d>Bioguifhed conduct to . hia Royal 
t ptifoner difplayed that rare integrity which formed the leading feature 
1 01 his charaaer. • 

GjNiaAi CARNAC returned to Britain in the year 1767, and waa 
fo 0 »>afur in ParliaopAt u reprefenting the Borough of LcominfUr } 
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Wt htf aAivt tnind igain ted him to this Country, vhere arrived 
in jthe year <776; with the appointmenta of Second Member of 
Council, and Succeffor to the Chair at Romhay, In difcharging the 
dunea of this Station, it may be jiiflly Taid that his whole condu6l waa 
Inariced by the moft honourable and upright intention '• 

As a Scholar deeply read in the Claflicks both ancient and modern, 
he had few equals In the earlier trap of 1 ms Life, he diftinguiflied 
himfelf amongft the foremoft of his f How Students at the Univerfity 
of Dublin his more advanced years, he rendered the knowledge 

he had acquired, a fource of amufement to himfelf, and mftruAion to 
his Fiienda. 

It would be diSictrlt to do juftice to his merits as a Gentleman, 
and a Member of Society : -They were frit and acknowledged wherc- 
ever he was known, and 1 he Circle of ihrir influence was equally exten- 
fivfc and rerpefiable — PoflefTed of a difpofition benevolent and hu- 
mane, hewasevei ready to aflifl and relieve the unfoitunate, and Che 
ddieate mode of effeding it, doubled the bounty which he bellowed. 

Having been for (oine months pad m a very declining ilate of Health, 
lie had been induced to try the elFefls of a Ihort fea voyage to Maha, 
on the Coaft, where he had leflded for fonie time; and, on hia re- 
turn to Bombay, his indifpofition having greatly increafed, it was 
judged prudent to Hup at Msatgaloie lor Mrdical advice, wbeie he 
received eveiy aid and aiiention which friendlhip and profeflional (kill 
could afford, djnng the Ihort time he furvived his ai rival —He was 
interred at that piace with the moft diftinguilhed Military Honours, 
whiirh were direfted'by the following General Order from Colonel 
Mignan, who OMmnaiidrd at ohe Station.

A French Privateer Schooner, in Latitude 21. 14. about 
three Leagues to the Eaflward of Syiugor Sand, captured and 
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afterwards releafed the American Brig Lilly, (he mounts 
eight carriage guns, four.fixes, and four-fours, her crew con(i(ls 
of about (ixty people, moft of them blacks and boys, her hull 
is of a ftrait low conftrudtion rather low abaft, and quite 
black all over, (he is taunt rigged with two (landing top. 
fails, rather fmall and old, her royals are fquare at the head 
and becket to the top-fail yards, (he has a bonnet to her main, 
fail, fore-fail and jib, with two flying jibs, the outer one has 
very little hoift, her fquare-fail yard is flung about three feet 
below her fore-yard, to which the fail is furled aloft, (he has 
a fquare fail-boom athwart the fore-caflle, and a ring- tail boom 
abaft ; from the wind (he fails but indifferently, whenlafl fcen 
was (landing to the liaflward.

We long fince communicated the capture of the (hip Ar- 
menia, of this port, at the fame time mentioning, that her 
commander and crew had been landed in the Ifland of Se- 
chelles. By a letter received from Capt. Meik, dated Co* 
chin, the 6th of January, it appears that he, and his crew, 
together with two mid(hipmen, and fixteen men belonging 
to his Majelly’s fliips Adamant and Lanraller, were embark- 
ed on the 29th of Oflober, on a (mail ve/Tei of 3; tons, 
bound to Columbo, It is with much concern we (late, that 
this vedel was wrecked on the 9th of November, about iz 
o'clock at night, upon a reef of rorks amongfl the Maldi- 
via Iflands, and chat five men of his Majefly's fliips, three of 
the Armenia’s crew, and five Frenchmen, unfortunately pe> 
lilhed m an attempt to reach the (hore by a raft. 

The furvivora betook themfelves to a couple of Maldivia 
boats, in one of which Capt. Meik reached Cochin on the 
4th ult. The other in which were the people belonging to 
the King’s (hips, had not arrived. 

Mr, Maddox, a midihipman of his Maje fly's (hip Laneaf. 
tcL died by ficknefs on the paiTagr. Captain Meik expref- 
£n himfelf in thd higheft terms of the attentions (hewn to 
him, hii o(ficers, and crew, by the inhabitants of Sechellcis 
their ftay at the Ifland, 
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F<h% 2^«— On Monday laft came on for trial before the 
Supreme Court, in its Admiralty JurifdiAion, the cafe of Sa- 
muel Scephenfon, charged with the murder of Mr. James 
Heath Muchcil. • 

It appeared by the evidence, that on the 2d of June lad, 
the deceafed was 2d Officer, and the prifoner a Teaman on 
board rh£t (hip Bengal, then on her patfage to this country. 
Mr. Mitchell, it feems, in confcqiienceof a complaint made to 
him, that the prifoner had been infolent to an inferior. Officer, 
had ordered hmn to go from below upon deck, but his order 
not being readily obeyed, he had repeatedly attacked the pri- 
foner with a broom (lick, and (truck him with confiderable 
violence, which treatment at length induced a feuffle between 
them, and in the coiirfe of it, Mr. Mitchell received a mortal 
wound with a clafp-knife. 

The Chief Ju (lice prefaced his charge to the Jury, by ob- 
ferving on the relative (ituations of Seamen and Officers on 
board Merchant (hips cairying Letters of Marque. — Infliips 
fo ciiGumllanced, he fatd, tho difeipline of the Navy, as re- 
gulated by the Articles of War, was now by pohtive Sta- 
tute, in as full force ai in a King’s (hip; but as there was 
now no dcfefil of authority on the part of the Officers, the 
law alfo required that leamen (liould be protefled on their 
parts, againll the exercife of that authority in any irregular 
manner. Hi^ Lord(hip then adverted to the circumftance 
of the particular cafe ; diferiroinated the charadleriilics of 
the four claffes of homicide, namely juftifiable, excufable^ 
nanflaiighter, and murder: and concluded by direfling tho 
Jury, that the (aCl in the prefent inffance reded between 
the two middle dcfcriptioni, excufable homicide, and man- 
daughter. The attack which appeared in proof to have been 
made upon the prifoner, feemed entirely to exempt him from 
the imputation of murder, whild the nature of the cafe on the 
other hand was not luch as to amount, in the contemplatioa 
of the law^ to judifiable homicide, it not having been com- 
mitted in the prevention of a felony, or in any of thofe cir* 
cumdances edential to the judification of him, who killatn 
•flailant. But though there might be now no reafonablo 
ground to fuppofe that Mr. Mitchell meant the death of 
'prifoner, in iho attack which he had made hipon him, yet it 
for the Jury to fay, upon the evidence given, wbetlwr^ 
heated the prifoner mull have been by the andut* 
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ged as lie ftill continued to be by the deceafed, armed with « 
weapon of no inconfiderable offence, he had not reafonable 
ground to confider hia life in imminent danger, and might 
not have'*done the deed charged againft him, with the fienr 
of extricating himfelf from fuch peril. If they believed that 
to be the fa£t (and how far it was fo, his Lordfliip repeated, ic 
refted exclufiveiy with them to determine) the cafs would 
be excufable homicide, and the prifoner would be entitled 
to a verdift of acquittal ; but if they Ihould be of opinion, 
that the prifoner aAed merely from the heat of paflion, and 
not from a principle of felf prefervation, it would then 
amount under the provocation given, 10 manilaugbter, 
which, his Lordfliip obferved, is by a recent Statute, pu« 
nifhable now when happening at Tea, in the fame manner 
as if it had occurred on fliore. 

The Jury retired for feveral hours, and after ten o’clock 
at night, brought in a verdift of— AV 


February 3^/.— On Saturday laft a Coroner's Inqiieft fat in 
the Jaun Bazar, on the body of a native woman, who died the 
preceding night, with fufpicion of poifon.— The deceafed 
came on Friday evening to the houfc of a man, with whom 
(he faid (he had formerly lived in habits of intimacy, but who 
had difcarded her above two years ago. She laid hold of him 
faying that (he had no other protc^r, or means of fupport. 
On his endeavouring to extricate himfelf and going away, the 
deceafed was feen to follow him ; but (he returned alone, and 
was found in the houfe of that fame man, with violent lymp- 
toms, fuch as convulfion and vomiting.— In this fituation (he 
accufed the man of having given her poifon, and about eleven 
•o'clock at night (he expired. The man, and another native 
woman, who at prefent lives with him, were detained in cuf- 
tody by the T.hanahdar, on fufpicion of the murder ; but on 
examination of witneffes nothing having appeared that could 
implicate them, farther than the aforefaid declaration of the 
deceafed ; and the infpeilion of the body not exhibiting any 
appearpee that could afeertain the exiflence of poifon, the 
Jury returned a verdift— death by the •vtfitatton of 
Goaf •

By the Dlligente we learn the melancholy accounts of 
the maiTacre of Captain George, and his Officers, on board 
of his own Ihip, near the Sand Heads, by four of his fea- 
Connies, — the particulars are nearly as follows ; 

The fhip Marianne was bound from Prince of Wales's 
Ifland to this Port, and had near completed her voyage, 
when four of the feaconnies rofe upon their Officers, murdered 
the Captain, his firft and fecond Mate and a native Woman 
—gaining over the Lafears, they proceeded for Chittagong ; 
when getting fight of land, they hoifted out the (hip's boat, 
laid a train of Gun.pow'der between decks and were in the 
adl of pufhing off from the ihip and to fet fire to her, when a 
Tlndal plucking up courage, jumped into the boat alongfide, 
plunged his knite into one of the feaconnics’ bodies, and being 
himfelf wounded, they both fell into the fea and were drow- 
ned,— the Lafears upon this attacked and killed two of the - 
remaining three feaconnies ; the furvivor took refuge on the 
Main Top maft-head, being armed with a brace of piftols and 
a large knife, where he remained for two days — he was at 
length perfuaded, by fair promifes, to come down, and 
having been plentifully plied with liquor he fell a deep, 
when he was fecured in irons by the Lafears, his arms taken 
from him, and in thi> date the (hip arrived at Prince of 
Wales's Ifland, and is now, we believe, hourly expeded at. 
this Port.

-•■The flyle in which the Rooms were fitted up, both as to 
fpleudour and accommodation, refiefts great credit on tj^e 
tafie and, contrivance of the Committee of Officers appointed 
to condu£): the amufement of the evening, 

^ About Nine o’clock, Sir Alured, accompanied in his car- 
riage by Sir James Craig, and attended by his Staff, arrived ac 
the Rooms. His Excellency was received and condufled in. 
to the Ball-room by General Popham and the Staff and other 
Officers of diilindlion ac the Prefidency : the Native Troop* 
forming a (treet with prefented arms, and the Bands of H. 
M. Joth and 78th Regiments playing the Duke of York** 
march.’* 

Marqaii Wellefley attended by his Staff and efcorted by 
a detachment of the Body Guard, arrived (hortly after, and 
was ufhered into the Ball room, the Bands playing—'* God 
i'ave the King.’* The dances then began, and were con- 
tinued with great fpiric and animation until half paft twelve, 
when the doors of the Supper-room were thrown open, and 
the company, confiding of nearly 500 perfons, fat down to 
a mod elegant and fumptuous repafl. 

The Tables were fo judicioufly arranged, that the company 
tho’ very numerous, was completely accommodated. ' But 
what moft particularly at tracked our nnice, was the mods 
in which the entrance from above into the ruppei;room, was 
managed. 

The flight of flairs was f) contrived as to afford a complete 
villa of the Supper Tables, and when the company was feat* 
cd, produced, from its novelty, a m^fi pleafing effe£l. Af- 
ter fupper, the dance was refumed, and continued with great 
hilarity till four o’clock in the morning. 

Tne Ball which followed on the next Friday evening, 
from the Senior Civil Servants, and principal Inhabitants of 
Ctdcutta, was cyndufled in a fimilar manner.— We had, 
however, the pieafure to remnk upon one improvement, in 
the accommodauon afforded to the Dancers, by the cxiclu- 
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iion of Spectators frodi the fpace between them and the ben: 
chesy the want of which arrangement on the previous occa- 
fion, had been attended with fome inconvenience. Perhaps 
too, the Bands being placed on the flairs of file Supper 
Room, inflead of the fituation before allotted to them, was of 
advantage to the general efieft of the fpeCtacle. 

In purfuance of the Refolution of the Moll Noble the Go- 
vernor General in Council of the 1 5th January, (notified in 
the Gazette of the 29th of the fame month) to prefent Cap- 
tain Moffat, Commander of the Hon. Company's fhip Phoe- 
nix, with a Svrord, that Gentleman had the fatisfaflion of 
receiving the fame the 7th inftant, from the hands of Major 
General Baird, on the Quarter-deck of the Phoenix. The 
General in prefenting Captain Moffat with the Sword, ad- 
xlreffed him in the following words : 

“The WaLLiSLEY has requefted of me, to 

prefent you with this Sword from him, as a mark of His 
Lordlhip’s high approbation of your gallant and Scaman-like 
Conduft, and that of your Officers and the Ship's Company- 
in preparing for and during the Aflion on which you en- 
ga^d and Captured the Malartic French Privateer, 

“ I congratulate you on this occafion, and feel much 
picafure in complying with his Lordfhip's requeft." 

His Excellency Sir Alured Clarke, K. B. Commander m 
Chief of His Majefty’s and the Honourable Company's Forces 
in the Eaft Indies, a Member of the Supreme Council of Fort 
William in Bengal, and Provilional Succeffor to the Marquis 
Wellefley in the Government General, having appointed Mon- 
day the 1 6th inftant, for his embarkation for England, His 
Excellency proceeded about fix o’Clock in the morning to the 
Government Houfe, in the carriage of the Mod Noble the 
Governor General, efcorted by a detachment of the Bod/ 
Guard, and attended by fcveral of the Officers of His Lord- 
Ihip's Staff, and accompanied by many of the principal Of- 
ficers and Gentlemen of the Settlement. The Moft Noble the 
Governor General, His Excellency Sir Alured Clarke, Mr. 
Speke, and Mr. Cowper, proceeded fro® the Government 
Houfe in his Lordftiip's carriage, efcorted by the Body Guard, 
to Fort William, at the Gates of which, the/ alighted, and

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The Transfer, of this port, after her capture by the Diana, 
in November laft, had proceeded for Mergui, and on her paf- 
fagc had taken this fno^v, carried her back to that ]gort, and 
having laden her with the greateft part of her own cargo, had 
difpatched her for the French Iflands, when (he was fortunately 
re-capturcd the Nonfuch; we are however naturally anxious 
rcfpecling the prize, as we have heard (he parted with the 
Nonfiichon the 25th December lall, and has not, ,we believe, 
fince been heard of. 

The Transfer has been fitted out at Mergui, we hear, as a 
privateer, her poop removed, and every other repair given to 
her that the port would allow.

Macarthy, from Pinang bound to Rangoon, and on the 30th 
the Sloop Endeavour, Captain White, bound to this Port with 
a cargo of Timber, the greater part of which he threw over- 
board, in order to make room for his prifoners, with whom 
he fent her into Rangoon.

A neat impofuion to a confideralile amount was a few days 
ago prafticed upon a dcalei in Pearls, by an artful fwindler, 
calling himfclf the Kidmutgar of an officer in Fort William, 
His mailer, he told the merchant, had fenc him in quell of 
fome line Pearls, and if he polfelTed any of that defeription and 
would attend him willi them into the Fort, he might probably 
find a piirchafer. The merchant confenting, put up fome of 
his fincft Pearls, and followed the pretended fervant to the 
South Barracks ; where having arrived, his companion left 
him at the bottom of the Hairs, faying he would give notice 
of his arrival and introduce him immediately. In a few mo- 
ments he returned, with n formation that his mailer had gone 
out, leaving inllruftions with his millrefs, for whom the Pearls 
were intended, to felc^l and purchafe fuch as Ihe might ap- 
provg. Here, however, a difficulty occurred : the Lady's rank 
was too high to allow of a llrangei’s admilTion into her pre- 
fence. 'I'he rogue offered to obviate it by himfelf carrying 
the Pearls for his miilrefs's examination ; bat to a propofi- 
tion of this kind from an entire ftranger, the merchant very 
naturally obje^Jled. During the colloquy, another man came 
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up, as if cafually, and entering into converfation begged to 
accommodate matters by remaining as fecurity for the return 
of the meflenger, whom he ftated to be an old fellow fervant, 
and to his knowledge, a perfectly honell man. Unfufpicious 
of any colliifion, and no other mode appearing of difpofing of 
his commeditj, the mcrch mt unwarily agreed, and put Pearls 
to the anihunt of feventeen hundred Rupees into the fwindlcr’s 
hands. Pic afeended the ftair-cafe, and as might have been 
forefecn, has never fincc made his appearance. 

After waiting .i coirfulerable time and finding there was no 
hope of the man’s return, the unfortunate dupe adopted the 
only remedy in his power by fcizing the Security, and carrying 
him to the Police Office. — Upon intcirogation before the Ma- 
giftrate, he denied any concern in the theft, at which he ex- 
preffed the deepeft regret ; acknowledged that he had madehim- 
iclf refponfihle for the value of the Pearls, but ftated his utter 
inability to rertore fo large a property, and trufted that he 
(hould not be puniOied meicly lor having pl.iccd an ill judged 
confidence. No doubt can of courfc be entertained of his be- 
ing an accomplice in the fraud, and he is detained in ciiftody 
until the matter can be further Inveftigatcd,

A horrid circumftance occurred a few days fince at Chan- 
dernagore. Information was lodged with the Officers of Po- 
lice, that in the houfe of one Radah Caite, a corpfc, fiippofed 
to be his Mother’s, who a few months before had fuddenly 
and unaccountably difappeared, had been difeovered tlj^^o’ an 
aperture in the wall. The Magiftrate accordingly repaired to 
the fpot, w'here was found, as had been reprefented, a female 
corpfe, confumed to a fkcleton, and forcibly crammed into 
a balket. Upon his examination Radah Caite confefifed, that 
iibout four months ago, a quarrel had arifen between him and 
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his mother, in which, flie having given him great provocation, 
he had iiruck her a blow on the face. That hercabuiive lan- 
guage i^ll continuing, he then left the houfe, and returning 
home a few houra afterwards, found his Mother a lifelefa 
corpfe. 

Alarmed he faid, left fufpicion Ihould reft upon him from 
it’s being known that he and his mother lived not upon vejy 
good terms, he immediately buried the body in his own 
houfe ; and to the various inquiries regarding her which had 
been fince made by his brothers and the neighbours, had uni- 
formly replied, that (he was gone to Paunrah upon a vifit to 
his uncle. That fomc days 'Incc, however, underftanding in 
converfation, that this account was doubted by many of the 
neighbours, who had determined to gi . e information of their 
doubts, and caufe his houfe to be fearched, he had dug up the 
body in the dcfi^n of throwing it at night into the River, but 
was prevented fiora putting this intention into execution, by 
an unexpected vifit from one of his brothers. 7*he corpfe had 
in confequcnce continued from that time in a baiket depolited 
in a fmall hut commur icating with his dwelling houfe. 

Againft him there is at prefvnt no other evidence than this 
confclSon, ar.d the ciitumttance of the body being found in 
Ms houfe, combined with his affeition that his mother bad 
gone to Paunrah Strong prcfumpiion, it muft be confeflTcd 
of his guilt. He has therefore been fully committed to take 
his trial bdbre the Judge of Circuit, and of a crime, at the 
bear mention of which human nature fhudders, we fincerely 
hope he may be able in the end to cftubhfh his innocence.

“ We had an alarm at this place juft after day light yefterday mor- 
ning, — that a privateer’s boat had during the night cut out three Kice 
veffeis that Verc at anchor in the roads; — the tliree vcflela were feen 
under fail, the neareft about a league fiom (bore -—there appeared to be 
no doubt of the truth of this lepoit, as the owner of the neareft vrffel 
with another of h's man had made their efcape and fwam on fhore; 
—one ot them liad lec'ivcd a wound in his h-ad.— Captain Godfrey, 
who commanded t! e place at the time, with Mr Coiirfon, the Mafter 
Attendant, interrogated tliefe people, and they both declared that to- 
wards morninj;, a pnva eei's boat had boaidrd their velTel, and that 
they had done the fame with the two others that the enemy had 
placed ten armed men in each veffel, and wcic then lak ng lliem off ; 
the crew of a (mall (loop c-me alfo on (boie and told the fame (lory, 
fo that thne fecired not to be the fmallell doubt of the tiiitli of it, and 
what ciiriubniated 11 in Mr Co-urlon’s opinion, was that be had feen 
a fulpicious looking vcffcl off the place at the dole of tiie evening be- 
fore.

—that they alone l.ad been the caufe ol the alarm, that atiou' four in the 
morning at a fidiing village a little north of 1 he Town of Poudichcrry, 
they had fcized a Cattamaian, p.ddledto the vedtl, and had made 
thcinfelvcs ni^fter <■.' her juft before day , — iliat fome of the ricw jump- 
ed over boaid and tlie others they confined below — The pnfoners were 
biougbt on fhore, and in ll'.e eveniiK f*“t off by Captain Godlrey to a dc- 
tacliinent of bn Majefty’s 74th legt. under Captain Dyce, that had 
marched from Pondicherry lliat itiorntr.g (or the Piefijcncy, — here end- 
ed the alarm ; — but it wa» inoft loitiinate indeed that an attempt was 
made to fave the velfel, foi ihe prifouers would abiolutely have carried 
)iei' off, — Ihe IS a fine Inow, laden with 4O garce oi Rice, belonging to

“ 'Wben Captain Godfrey from the fhore perceived Mr. Courlon had 
recovered one veifel, and was then puifumg the people endeavouring to

Malcolm 
and one Seaman remained alive out of twenty-fix peifons, mofl of them 
young and healthy men, and the moil corred and orderly ol the Suffolk’s 
crew.

l8th ultimo. 

On Thurfday afternoon the American fliip Indian Chitf^ 
Captain Service, anchored off Calcutta, — (he failed from Ham- 
burgh in Aiigiilt lait, left Great Yarmouth on the 19th No- 
vember, Portlmouth on the jth December, and the Ifland of 
Madeira on the 17th of the fame month. 

'I'he Caledonia^ Captain George Thomas, for this Port y 
Cornivnlln^ Captain Tennant, loc Bot,my Bay, with feveral 
"U'halers ; failed at the fame time from Portfmouth, with 
the Indian Chiefs under convoy of Hh Ma jetty’s fhip the 
Jafon^ Captain Yorlce. 

'Phe Caledonia did not put into Madeira ; having fallen to 
leeward of the Ifland, was permitted by the Commodore, it 
is fa id, to make the bell of her way to India. 

The Ja/oH and convoy, left Madeira two days previous to 
the Indian Chuf. Capt. Service, after having left the Ifland, 
about fixtecn hours, was brought too by a mott beautiful and 
fall failing French Corvette, his papers examined, treated po- 
litely, and fufFered to proceed on his voyage. 

The Frenchman reported himfelf as from the Coaft of 
Guinea, but from the quantity of live Stock, &c. on boards 
it is conjeftured he had lately failed from TcnerilFe. 

On the fame day arrived the Danilh Ship Ttanquebar Tom 
fauiy Gapt. Francis Letaul, from Rangoon, whence (he failed 
on the 3d March, feveral Armenians were paiTengers by this 
conveyance. 

Captain Letaul brings no material intelligence from Ran- 
goon, the Coaft, however, appears clear of Privateers ; neither 
tne Mary^ Captain Sparrow, or Thomas, Captain Young, had 
failed — the Nancy, Captain Dugan, had arrived at Pegue from 
Madras, when the Jranqacbar left it. 


Private Letters from Madras ftate, that the Honourable 
'Company's (hips Sir Edv^aid Hughes, Cattle £den| and Ffieoe 
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William Henry, failed for Vizagapatam and Europe on th« 
lift ult. H. M. Ihip Centurion chafed the French Privateer 
Diana for 48 hours near Madras Roads, whence iTie had been 
hovering lor two or three days : the Privateer faroured by 
the night, had the good fortune to cfcape. 

On Saturday lafl, a fire broke out in the neighbourhood 
of the Burying Ground Road; which threatened much def- 
truftion from its firlt appearance : — however, fortunately, 
after confuming feveral huts, it ceafed. We are happy to find 
that no material damage was done by this conflagration, or 
any lives loft.

The Danifh Ship the Commetce, is ai nved at Madras, 
from Tranquebar, It is laid (he was dialed by a Piivatcci, 
and would moll probably have been ovcihauled, had not 
Ihe Sir Edward Hughes hove iu fig lit from the Northward*, 
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Lieutenant Colonel Kirkpatrick had arrived in fafety at 
Madras, in His Majcfty's ftiip Intrepid, and immediately 
proceeded on his journey to Poonah. 

/fjpril 14/^.— On Saturday arrived the (hip Thomas^ Captain 
Young, from Rangoon, which flie left on the 19th ultimo. 
In the latitude of Madras, Ihe fell in with the Extra Ihips 
Lucy Maria, Mary Anne, and Bellona, all well, difpatchcd 
from this port on tlie 2 ill ultimo. Certain fufpicions enter-, 
tained rcfpedling Captain Young's papers, which an Officer 
from the Bellona was fent to examine, occa Honed the Thomas 
to be fired at by that fliip and the Mary Anne. Fortunate- 
ly no lives were loft, but fcvcral Ihot ftruck the hull of the 
‘ Thomas. 

On Wednefday laft at noon, a fire broke out in a thatch, 
ed houfe, belonging to a native, in Geefack lane. The ac- 
cident was owing to the carelefthels ol a woman, who 
was cooking, by fuffenng fome oil to boil over. The flames 
communicated with aftomflaing rapidity to the furrounding 
buildings, and in a (hort time about one hundred of them 
were reduced to allies, and all, but the walls of an upper- 
roomed houfe was deftroyed ; — A few animals were butnt, 
and a conliderable quantity ot fpiiits and bazar articles, con- 
fumed in the conflagration. By a providential change of the 
wind, the progrels of the flames was bounded within nar- 
rower limits, than could have been expefted at its com- 
nicncemenl ; and but for this timely interference of an op- 
pofing element, the fiie mud have reached acrofs the Bov/ 
Bazar, and been teiminated only, by the want of materials to 
feed Its I age.

faftory. 

The Portiiguefe ihlp Vlnjante, Capt. Joaquim Da Silva, ar- 
rived in t'le river on Saturday, from Lilbon, the Caj>e of Good 
Hope, and Madras, having failed from the Lift port, in com- 
pany with the I'rtnce \ the only paffengcr by this fliip, was 
Captain J. Collie. 

The fliip Firt St. George, Capt. Grant, riding at the Ho- 
nourable Comp-iny^s Chain Moorings at Diamond Harbour, 
parted from them, in a very fevere fqiiall from the N. N. E.^ 
on the afternoon of the yth inftant, flie was brought up with 
her own anchors, and foitunately fuftained no injury or 
damage whatever. 

The Honourable Company's Pilot fchooner the Uonghley, 
attending the (hips late under difpatch, was (truck with Light- 
ning, at Saugur, on the 8th inftant, her fore-maft (hivered and 
two of the Jiaftars knocked down— -they recovered however 
in two or three days afterwards. 

Lieutenant Bate, who for fomc time commanded His Ma-* 
jelly's frigate the SybdU, oiF the Sand Heads laft year, availed 
himfelf of a favourable opportunity to proccid to his new 
nation, and to take charge of His Majefty’slhip St. Thome, 
to which he Ins lately been appointed, with the rank of Maf- 
ter and Commander, in the Britifh Navy. 

The Mud Bark at Prince of Wales’s Ifland, well known to 
our nautical friends and corrcfpondenls, had been fet up to 
public fale, and fold to individuals at 17 Spanilh Dollars per 
foot, the proceeds of which, were to be appropriated to the 
forming of new and convenient roads, in every dircJlion 
throughout the Ifland ; it is expefled that in a vciy fliort 
period, that fettlcmcnt will be made one of the moft delight- 
ful poffcflions of the Honourable Company, in the Eafl India's. 

April 20th. — The Eliza Schooner is arrived fiom Madras, 
^fter a paflage of thirty days. 

A letter from Ganjam, received Sn the courfcoflaft week, 
by a gentleman of rcfpeclability in town, Hates, that advice 
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had been received there of forty dead bodies of Europeans, 
having floated alhore at, or near Mafulipatam. No further 
paruculars ot this circuinftance have tranfpired ; and we are 
altogcthef at a lofs. to conjeflure (if it be true as dated) of 
what nation they were:— no fragments of wreck, or any 
thing elfe having been mentioned tending to a difeovery of 
that point.

l>av,) \\iih all the other liritifli Piifoners of War then at the 
I'lench Ifus, exce;uing Mcflr*-. Hall and Starcy, late id 
Officer and Surgeon’s M ifo, of the Honourable Company’s 
iJiip \t.if, who u lie to piocced for Europe by the fird fa- 
ve liable oppor: unity. 

'I’We Ttar/fft, Givernor Narfh (late Fhfchrt') and the new 
fhip Hi’hn, had .-il arrived in fdety at the Mauritius, a few 
days pievious to Captain Freemm's departure from thence. 

No regular troops were upon the Ifland, the duty of the. 
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Garrifon was performed by the Militia, the Negroes, in a. 
Rate of revolt, particularly at the Ifland of Bourbon. 

Surcouff in the Co7t/iancc^ accompanied by a frj^gate built 
(hip, had failed for Bourdeaux, early in February ; the Keni 
now under Danifli colours, was nearly ready for fea, her 
deltfnation old France. 

A fm.'lbrig, had arrived from Batavia, foliciting afliftance, 
in men and Itorcs of every dcfcription. — The milfion, how- 
ever of this velfel, proved perfcdly ufelefs, as the allies of the 
Dutch Republic, were not in a fituation to aflord them the 
fmalleft relief. 

The fpirit of Privateering was very much relaxed in con- 
feq uence of our feveral captures, .md the diilnclination of the' 
Government at that Tfland, to grant p.dfcs, at the prefent con- 
junflure. The (hip that had been built at Black River, on 
the model of the Confiaiue^ and brought round to Port Nord 
"Weft, for the purpofe of being coppered and fitted out, had in 
confcqiience been l.iid up. 

The only privateers then out, were La Kymph and Diana-— 
the La Glotrej we know lias lately changed Majlers» 

On Tuefday forenoon, arrived at Kedgeree, the Samdanee, 
Nacoda, from Madras, — the time of her departure thence 
•we have not heard. 

Several Prifoners are ftated to have arrived at Madras on 
the 4 ih April, chat had been on board the Diana^ on the id 
of the fame month, in Sadrafs roads, and who reported, that 
when they left the Privateer, (he had only twenty Europeans 
on board. 

On Tuefday the 14 th inftant, was launched from the yard 
of Meffrs. John Gilmore and Co. a beautiful little (hip, named 
the Margaret f of about one hundred and eighty Tons meafure- 
ment, (he is conftrudled for the Eaftern Trade, and is to be 
commanded by Captain Hunter.

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The Pearls ftolen from the Merchant in Fort William, as 
communicated in our hift, have been recovered, and the fwind. 
ler named Buxoo, apprehended. He had difpofed off the 
Pearls to •two refpecLible Merchants at Chinfurah, and was 
himfelf taken at Salkya. The Migiftrates have committed 
him to take his trial at the enfuing Seffions,

“ The Chance left the 111 = of France, the 31ft lanuary —On the pre^ 
tceding day e Confiance, Capt SuicoufF, and the £glitirnne han old 
Frigate] Capt Biugiiiaii, had failed for Bourdeaux, for which place they 
had taken in cargiKS They had been conliderably delayed by the dif« 
hculty of getting nidi, and foi Icveral days before failing, were under 
the necclfity ot having guaiils on board to prevent defertion , their un- 
williiigncb to go to Luiope is laid to have arilen from then apprehen* 
fions of being iniprcired on boaid the National Ships. 

“ From the 15th November to the 3ill ot Jaiiuaiy, the following 
Prizes w -re brou '.lit into Port, NorJ Oue/i, -the Kent, Company’s lliip, 
•Pigot, Qoveinoi Nortli, Kcbecca, Harriet, Mnuiva, Tiger, Ainboyna, 
Peifcverancc and anuiher fhip, name unknown, laden With Salt, and 
the Traveller, an American bug The Traveller was faicl to have been 
condemned, on account ui her having papers from the Port ot Lilbon. 
This Plea was had recourfe to, on »ccount of the abfurdiiy of the one 
firil advanced, that of her having a Letter of Marque, which the Pnva- 
te«9's people, who look her, affiimcd had been thrown o\erboard, as 
they were not able to hnd it However, as Ihe had only two guns, and 
fixteen men on board, it appcaird too barefaced, even for an HI*’ of 
Fiance Cuuit, notwiilillanding one of her own Tailors would willngly 
have peijured himfelf and fworn lh= had a letter of Marque. She had 
an hundred and four ihoufand reafons, in the form ot Dollars, oil . 
beard of her, and was legularly condemned in one Court, and tine 
mification ot this by another (a matter of cuurfe) was ad that Wes waited , 
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for — To make Cure however of having fomcthing for hia trouble, Mon- 
iieur SurcouflThad takrn Six Thoufand Dollars out of her, on board the 
Adeili’, previous to clifpatchmg her far the Tdjiid. 

“ An Arab Grab waa fome months finre tairicd in, but, after an en- 
quiry, was cleared , during this time the owner of her hadPbought the 
Armenia, a Piize Ship The expcnces of clearing his own Ship 
amounted to fn much, that he was under the itccedity of felling her 
again, to drfiav the amount. 

“ The ifiip Union, taken off the Sand Heads, by the Confi^nc'*, about 
the end of September lal>, had not anived at the I fie of Funce on the 
31ft of Januaiy, at which time the five following Privaieers were in the 
Indian Seas, — rhe Gloire, Malartic, Adelle, Nyinp'ia id Duna 

“ Januaiy 30 h, a new Piivatecr il ig came lound fiom Blark-nver, 
where Hie had been built, to Port iV 0 ^ Jl, foi the purpofe of litring 
out — another one was building at ihe Po.t, and, fo far advanced, as to 
be ready for planking 

" A Civil Commilfaiy, fent out by the French Government at home, 
arrived at the Ifland, a few Momhv finer, in a National Coivette: he 
was not for many days allowed to land, but at lall obtained pr 1 iTiitlion 
to do it, lo tranfatl ^ome private bufinefs, on condition of his not 
opening his month 01 public aflans Any deviation from tl,- 1 iiles 
prefenbed him, would, he w.s given to underlland, be pi oduflive of 
dangetous coiifcqucnccs As loou as his bufinefs was finilbcd, he was 
fent on board again, and oideied to return to France. No other perfoii 
had been permuted to land, and ih* Corvette was not even allowed to 
come in dole But pioviltons and water were fent to her When on 
board to return to France, tlie Captain conipldined that hii Veff'l was 
leaky, and wanted Caulking, immediately all the Caulkeis in the port 
weie fent off, and flie was Caulked in one day. He then complained 
that he could noi go .Sea, on account of ins m^iU'ma'f. which was cIj. 
feAive, and Wunicd fifhing; people were fent on boaid the next mor- 
ning, the mad was got out, fent alhore, fifhed, lent on board again, and 
got in the fame night ; after this, feeing that all attempts ai landing, 
would be fruiilefs, they veiy prudently returned to huropc 

“ Two line of battle fhips and foms frigates, wuh fi'ciren hundred 
troops, ar.d a new Govcinor, were expefted at the Ifland from Lurope; 
of whom they were dciennincd to permit none to land, uiilefs they 
could effeft it by force. As tlicfe people acknowledge no Government 
Aor fupenor, they can only be coiifidercd as a ncfl ot Pirates end Rob- 
bers. 

“ 'Tis highly ridiculous to fee the high founding words— Liberte 
and Egahte, preface all their public papcisaiid Proclamations, when 
every day and night, in every pait of the town, may be fecn Negroes, 
poor, miferable wretches, Itictched out upon a C^rt, lied down with 
Cords and whipped almoft to death, at the arbiiiarv order of a brutfl >n 
an bijiqisn form, a llranger to every icnfation of pity or compallion, and 
pelj^ps, in many inllances, as ignprant as the poor wretch he treata io

** A dreadful bufinefs happened on boaid the Tiger, country fliip, 
Jiftar being taken by the Confiance. On the paffage the Lafears rofe 
.upon the Frencbi headed by an Iialuo, who had been put on boaid vfilb 
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tlie reft of the Filvateer's people. A dreadful oarnage took place, all 
the French were killed bui two, both of whom were wounded. Of the 
Lafcars all were killed, but eight or nine, fome of whom were wound- 
ed, as was alfo the Italian, who headed them He was immediately put 
in irons, affd the Lafcais then fubmitted to the two remaining French 

“ The Ainboyna was captined by the Gloi<e, who had a few days 
before beenchafed by an £iigli(h Frigate, and with great difficulty efcaped, 
after throwing all her Guns except two, overboard — Had the llritilh 
Squadron, fortunately been off the Hie of France, they might have re- 
taken every IVire which has been fent in, and very probably the 
Conhance alfo, who, on her paffage, to the Hland, certainly 
d d not fail lo well hnt (he might have been caught by many o( our 
Men of War; .Suiconff himfelf remarked how much worfi than ufual 
fhe failed, and fjid he was lure the K-nt had broken fame of her legs. 

“ Captain Surcoiiff is expected fiom EiiiODe again 111 a few months, 
in a new Privateer, which is to carry thirty-fix or thirty-eight giiitS, and 
,iiow hui.d.ng at Dourdeaux, by the fame Owners to whom the ConQancc 
belongs. 

“ A Hamburgh (hip failed from Uie HI nr' fot Europe, early in 
January —Tliice other (hips and a Brig, under Hamburgh Colours, have 
airived from Europe, and alfo one Danifh Ship I he Kent was bought 
by the Danes, and is expefted to f<iil lor Copeiihagen, iti March Whe- 
thci (lie may toucli at lomc Englilh port ou her way, remains lo be 
leen, as (he takes in a full caigo. Some Englifh Man of Wur may 
perhaps take her under proteflion. 

“ 'Ihe Officers of the Englilh piizes taken m to the Hie of France, 
arc II general very well treated. A moft inveterate hatred fubfifts be- 
twten the owners of the Piivacecrs and Planters, rhe latter of whom al» 
moll uiianiiiiouny wifh the Privateers funk, burnt, or dcllroycd "

LOSS OP the ship ZOROASTER. 

Captain Baker, ot the /hip Zoroafter, liaviuj^ irceivrd information of 
• the trench privateer La Nymphe, Captain Coiitence, being on the coa(l, 
aind oi his having made feveral captures, deemed it prudent to rua 
clnfe into ('annauorei to be under the protefliun of the i^uns of tlie gar« 
rifon 'Ihe /hip hufannah, Capt Dtyfdalc, had adou'ed the fame prudent 
meafuie, and had anchoied there the day previous to the arrival of ths 
Zoroa/lei, with the intention of continuing thric until fume intelligrncs 
Ihuuld be obtained lefpeflmg the opeiations and /ituation of the pri« 
vateer. Captains Baker and Dryfdale, conceiving themfelves a match 
fur the Fienchman, agreed to keep company together to Bombay, ibo 
Sufannah having leceived on boaid a detachment of h<s Majedy't 84th 
reg ment, which were to be landed at Goa, the two cotninaiidbrr em« 
barked on the 9tli, when the Zoroafter immediately got under weigh, 
with a licOi bieeze Irom the land and run fioin three and a half fathoma 
water, into four and a half fathoms, when he hove loo with his mam 
and iTiiren top-fails to the mall, the wind light off fliore, to wait th« 
Sufannah’s coining up. 

Theie was a Seacunny in the diains keeping the lead going, but nn* 
foitunairly he never noticed the change of foundings, from mud to 
rocks, the diplh of water continuing the fame, until the fhip unluckily 
A iirk on a lleep reef of rocks under water. The Zoroafler, from the 
exertions of her own people, and the afliftartce of the crew of the Sufan* 
nah, was again got off into a muddy bottom,— but uniortunately the 
’ hawfer. which was faftenrd to the end of a cable and anchor that was 
dropped from the Sufannah parted, and the (hip again drove on the 
rocks. — The Gunner and Seacunnies, defercing their duty, fell to 
plundering the vefTel, and fome of the crew having got to the Captain’a 
Jiquoi s, followed their example. The Sufannah continued by the Zo- 
roafter whilft (he could render her any alFiAance, and fix or feveii Pat> 
iAara that were 111 the roads, were ladrn from her cargo — The (hip 
afterwards bildged, and on thesith the water had reached up to her 
orlop deck, and (he became a total wreck. 

February %^th . — On Friday laft anchored in the harbour the (hip De- 
vaynes, taptam Dennifton, from Bengal, laA from the Mah bar CuaA. 
By the Oevaynes came palTengcrs from Cochin, Mr. M’Carthy, late of 
Hu MajcBy's Ship Adamant, and Mr. Smith, formerly an officer of t 
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privateer fitted out by Captain Hogan at the Cape -of Good Hope, and 
afteiwards captured by the French. 

Mr M’Carihy belonged to the Adamant when cruifing off the Hie 
oF France, they had captured a fmall vclTel from the Ifland of, Bourbon 
bound to the Mauritius, which they called the Fly, and on board of 
which vcffcl Mr. M*'Jarihy, with a midlhipman, Mr Maddox, from 
the Lancaller, and' feveiiteen men, were lent to Cruife, this velTel wa« 
afterwards on the lOth September captured by the La Ghure priva.» 
I'.er, CapLilp Burgoiiie, cf twenty guns and about two hundred and 
ninety men, tnd were earned to the Shvchelles, were they found Cap- 
tain .Vfeik, formerly of the Armenia, one of his O, beer's and part of 
hiS crew. 

On the Both of Oftober, they, together with Mr. Smith, embarked 
on board a fmall Cartel of about fiity tuns, bound for Columbo —On 
Cbe lOth of November, this velP*! was unfortunately wrecked about 
one o’clock in the morning, in Lat 5" N. near the center of the MaU 
diva lAand; the French Captain, his oHicci, and four ofhis people, 
five ot Mr. M’^'arthy's ucop’e, and thiee belonging to the Armenia, 
unfortunately perilhed , the remainder effected their fafety by betak- 
ing themfelves to r-fiv — Altl.ough fcveral Maldna veffcls hove in fight 
iorthe morning, vet none of them won d approach or give the fmalleft 
•I&ftance, but ^v hen they tound the vell*l dtlerled, they immediately 
boarded and plundered !>'’r uf eveiy thing they could carry away.-— The 
raft to which C aptaiii M*'h, JMi M'Caitby and two Teamen entrulbed 
themfelves, being exceedingly poious, it imbibed fuch a quantity ef 
W4tei that they were neatly lank to the neck, and in that dreadful and 
perilous lituation they remained for near ten hours, when fortunately the 
tide diovctheoi on a leef ot n-cks, on which however there was fo hea- 
vy a fwfll ihiit they had nearly perifhed and were confiderably bruifed : 
ip this dillrell'd and cxhaufled fituaiion they found themfelvca on a bar- 
ren ifland, and lor ihice days lemamed without any thing to eat, aod 
not even a drop uf water to alfwage ihcir thirft,— Death thus flaring them 
in the face, they anew conttrufted tlieir raft, refolving once more to truft 
to being driven on fome inhabited (hore, but unfortunately on launchin|[ 
it, it immediately funk, and they mufl inevitably have perifhed for want, 
bad not a boat l.ove in fight to whom they made fignals of dittrefs, and 
who took them up and after proceeding from ifland to ifland iheyat 
lafl reached King's ifland, fiom whence the Rajah furnilhed them with 
two boau to uairy them to the Malabar Coafl. On their paiTage to the 
eoafl, Mr. Maddox, the midlhipman, and two Englilh feamen, died from, 
the fatigue they had endured, and the whole ot the people were Tick previ« 
4>ui to their ai rival at Cochin, which place they reached on the Stbof Ja- 
nuary, where they received every attention and afliftance from the bei- 
nevolence of Mr. Oli pliant, who liberally entettained the Gentletfl^Op 
•nd feat the Tick ieaipen to the hofpital.

On Tuefday the 21ft ultimo. His Majefty's floopof War, 
Alhatro/i, arrived off the Sand Heads : flieleft Madras on the 
16th, and brought John Webbe, Efq. and another gentle- 
- man, whofe name we have not learnt, as paflengers from thence* 
After having put them on board a pilot fchooner, in which 
they reached Calcutta on 'I hurfday, the 23d, the Albatrofi 
, immediately fa led on a cruife. 

The Harriet, Captain Sinclair, was lately ftruck with light- 
,^■■lHng, at Culpee, by which accident, we underfland, ftie loft 

fore.top miift, and had a man killed. 

Haj ift.— On Wednefday the (hip Duke of Clarence, Capt. 

B. Rifden, arrived from the Moluccas, laft from 
Aang, whence flie failed the 30th March* 
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' Captain Rifden left the Dart. Capt. Rowei at fiorndb.— 
all well. 

> The Venusi Captain R. Lander, from this port, had ar- 
rived at Penangon the 23d March. 

The Honourable Company's cruizer Viper, Lieutenant 
Jackes, from Bombay, had arrived at Penang on the 28th 
March, with a packet for China. She left Bombay on the 
• 2ift February ; faw feveral veiTels on her pailage, but did not 
fpeak any, — (he alfo faw five large (hips (landing for the 
Straits of Sunda. 

Several prows had arrived at Penang from Soofoo and 
Acheen, who reported every thing quiet in that quarter, tho 
French not having paid them a vifit this feafon. 

Two Portuguefe (hips, we underdand, had lod their paf. 
fage to Macao. 

On Tuefday arrived the Mary, Captain Brownlie, and 
Burnaby, Captain Aiken, from Rang^utn, whence they failed 
on the 14th inftant ; by the former Mr. Robert Dyer, and 
Mr. Sparrow, are palTengers ; by the latter Capt. W. Garden, 
We are happy to learn, that previoufly to the departure pf 
the Burnaby, Captain Alms, late of the Amboyna, with his 
officers and (hip's company, having been releafed by the Rajah, 
or Governor of Cheduba, had arrived in fufety at Rangoon. 
He had freighted a fmall vefTel, the Ceres, to convey himfelf 
’ and his people from that port to Prince of Wales's Idand. 

The detention of Captain Alms, by the Rajah of Cheduba, appears 
moft extraordinary ; for foon after the departure of the Lalla, Captain 
Young, an order arrived from Ava, for Captain Alms, his officers and 
crew, to be immediately fent up there. — All remonftrances on their pars 
were fruitlefs and unavailing, no alternative prtfented itfelf but com- 
pliance, or a refolute attempt tq endeavour to cut off the boats on which 
they were to proceed on their journey : the many difficulties and dan- 

S era attendant on the latter expedient were canvalTed over, and it was 
etermined to fubmit peaceably, and afier a tedious, difagreeable, and 
dangeious journey of near 500 miles, they arrived at the capital of the 
Burmah dominions. 

It was now firft difeovered why the Englilh prifoners had been thus 
forced to undertake fo unpleafant « journey; the infamous Rajah of 
Chedubsh bad circulated a report, that the French had given Captain 
Alms and his crew, as (laves to His Majcfty of Ava. 

Aft^ a great deal of trouble and a few, presents to the King, Captaini 
Alms snd his crew obtained permiffion to proceed from Ava to Ran- 
goon, afters detention of so days; fortunately fnrthefe fufferers, thn 
Shsbttndsr of Rangoon was st Ava at the uipe of their arrival there, tgA 
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It waa tbro* his intercabon alone that* they were enabled to depart; 
they were 15 days on their palEige to Rangoon, where they arrived Iq 
a inoA deplorable Aate, tfaro* uneafinefa of mind and the bad quality 
of their provilions, being allowed only one quarter of a feer^^of rice per 
day, and that of the very word quality. 

The Amboyna appears to have fired at La Gloire for one hour and 
thiity minutes, none of the (hot, however, reached her; the privateer 
came clofe under the Amboyna’s Aem, with her fweeps, and was on 
the point of boarding with 15O picked men, when (he Aruck: the firft 
gun the privateer ever fired, the Syrang immediately difappeared and 
19 of hit gaad down upon the deck, all the endeavours to raifft 

them from their proAratc pofition were in vain ; 3 of the SeacoAnies oi| 
the Amboyna were difcovered to be Frenchmen, and who it is reported 
had wilfully put the (hot into the guns before the cartridges, and i;. 
was alfo afterwards known, that it was their intention to have joined 
the privateer's men, and to have mafTacred Captain Alms, with hia 
officers two of ihefe wretches, on the Amboyna's Asiking, immedi* 
ately entered on board the enemy's (hip, the third died at Ava. 

Thus (Ituatcd, without ^win«.' and conlequently no command of the 
vefiel, further reliAance was ineffectual, particularly when Capt. Alnis, 
three officers, four feaconnies, and fix feapoys alone regained on deck 
to repel i5odc:fperadoe8armcdatall points for boarding. 

Letters of a late date have been received iiom Bencoolen, 
brought from thence by the (hip Clariffe, arrived at Point de 
Galle, thefe (late, that the Union, Captain V, Burgh, had 
been freighted for Europe, 

A Daniih (hip had arrived on the Weft Coaft, and brought 
a large fiipply of Europe article*. 

The fnow Clyde, Captain Burnfule*, was arrived at 6en« 
coolen from this port. 

On Tuefday alfo arrived off town the American brig WiL 
Ham and Henry, Capt* Beckford, from the Cape of Good 
Hope, which (Ite left on the 26th January. 

On the I3(h of laft month, Captain Beckford fpoke the H.

We are concerned to hear that the crew of the Morning- 
ton, confifting chiefly of lafcars, have fuffered feverely from 
the Scurvy ; upwards of thirty having fallen facrifices to 
the ravages of that difeafe. Experience evinces that thia 
defcription of people, who are in the habit of ufing a great 
proportion of vegetable aliment, and whofe temperament is 
lefs capable of refilling the influence of cold, are fooner than 
‘Europeans alTefled with this cruel dillempcr, from expofure 
to its caufes in an equal degree. It (liould therefore be tho 
endeavour of thofe who lay in provilions for thofe people, to 
furnilh as nearly as poUible the articles, which form their 
cuftomary aliment. Among thefe we may reckon garlic, 
onions and caplicum. That a fulHcient allowance of Rice, 
without thefe feafonings, is unable to fecure againll the 
dilorder, even on Ihore, is proved byafafl known to thofe 
officers whoferved in the Carnatic during the years 1783 and 
1784. The Bengal fepoys, who had a full allowance ot rice 
from Government, but were unable to procure thofe kinds of 
condiment to which they had been accuHomed, had msny of 
their number affeded with the genuine fea-feurvy in a high 
degree. 

In the ipean time, it mtiy not be unimportant to our com- 
mercial and nautical readers to be informed that a remedy 
which may be procured at fmall expence, is of little bulk 
and not liable to fpoil by keeping, viz. the mtxic acid, 
has in fome late trials been found Very effeflual, both in pre- 
venting or checking the progrefs ot the malady on its firft 
approach ; and in alleviating its fymptoms in a more ad- 
vanced ftage. It was given mternally, and allb applied by 
fponges to the furface of the body.— We underftand ibme of 
the Surgeons of his Majefty’s Squadron, now in India, havo 
borne a very favourable tefti.n«.*ny to its utility.

It then fpiead below, fpttin^, 
(ire to the Tailor’s hammocks, wrenchihgall the iron from theic 
chefts', and taking a diredlion aft, into the cabin, went off 
among the arms which were in that part of the (hip, with a 
dreadful explofion. Captain R. and the crew, who fortunately 
were on deck furling every fail, (it blowing a hurricane at the 
moment) thought the (hip blown up. But the fmoke and 
fulphurous fmcll having fublided, they found (he was dill above 
the waves, and by timely and fpirited exertions they were 
Yuccefjpful in extinguilhing the fire. 

The lightning burnt all the fails in the fore-top, killed the 
hogs, melted the cooking uteofils in the galley, and knocked' 
down all the men who were in the fore part of the (hip, but 
none were killed, though a number of them were blind for 
feme days, and have not yet perfeftly recovered the ufe of 
Acir fight. The gale, during which' this aUrming accident 
. happened, laded for Tome days, and was uncommonly fevere.

On the 13th, General Abeixromby attacked the Enemy's 
line?, am. forced them to retlteto the for iBcd pods at Alex- 
aiidria ; the Eugli/h Army taking polTeifian of the drong 
ground from whence they had driven the Enemv, and were 
preparing a fecond attack; when on the aid, General 
Menoo, with almod the whole of the French Army 111 
£gVP‘, attacked our Troops, and was molt completely re- 
puffed with the lofs of upw^i^rds of three thou<and men, and 
four pieces of cannon. Ceoera! Menou had with him twelve 
thouiarid men, having concentrated all his force to that p ijit, 
and bad left at Cairo only lix hundred Infantry, and two 
hundred Cavalry of the woid defcription, and not more in 
the whole of U/per Egypt. In ibis ai^tion, General Aber* 
croittby was wounded in the thigh, and un^rtunately died 
on the a 9 th ; the coininand of the Army devolving to Major 
General Hatchinfon. 

Part of the Army remain at the blockade of Alexandria, 
part have attacked and taken Rofetta, and have advanced as 
far as Eahmanic on that Branch of the Nile.

The dofe is one lea-fpoonfil of t lie juice, to 
a child of eight months; to thofc of live, fix or feven yehrs, 
one table fpoonful; and to thofc of twelve years, and up- 
wards, two table-fpoonfuls. The dofes are diluted, as above 
deferibed, and given in the morning falling. 

Yet others aifert, that the remedy may be given unmixed, 
in all cafes and at all ages ; without inconveniency. The 
only e.vil to he apprehended from an over-dofe is a flight in*' 
flamraition circa anum^ which is difperfed in a day or two by 
lenient fomentations.

Fort William, September 9, 1801, 

On ths 5ih iiiflant, Difpatclies were received by His Etc. 
celleiicy the Moll Nohle ihe Governor General, fiom 
Major Genc^l Eaiid, dated the i6th of July 1801, at Ken- 
ne, on the banks of the River Nile, — Major General 
Baird arrived at Kennc on the 6th July, and h.id been 
joined by the gieater part 0^ his Army, having lod only 
three men in crolling the Defsrt. It was expetled that in 
the courle of a few days, the remainder of the troops would 
join the Army, and that Major General Baird would be 
ready to move with His 'whole force, in fach dirc£lion as 
circumftjTices might require. 

Major General Baird had received a letter from Major 
Gencial Hutchinfon, dated the 5111 of July 1801, at Gizeli, 
announcing that the part of the French Army which had 
retired to Cairo, had furrendered, and were to march out on 
the loth of that month, to be conveyed to France, 

General Menou was blockaded in Alexandria, the garrifojjj 
of which place is dated to be difconicnted. General Hurchin- 
ion expedlcd to move from Gizch with his whole Army on 
the izth or 13th of July, for the purpofe of commsintfing 
the Siege of Alexandria, the only place in Egypt remaining 
in the poflciBon of the French. 

Advices have atfo been received by the Honorable the 
Vice Prcfident in Council, of the furrender (on the iift' o€.' 
Junclall) of the Ifland of Tcrnatc with its dependencies, to 
th« Naval and Military Forces of the Honorable Eall India 
Company, under the Command of Colonel Burr, and Captain 
H^yes, of the Bombay Marine, after a liim and refolurc ro -9 
fidance on the pait of the-^)utch Governor of tifty-two days. 

, Fcrt V/tUia«ty the lOth September^ i So i. 

’ On Tiiefday the 18th of Angoil, His Excellency the Go- 
vernor General having a Council at Barrackpore, lii 
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which he nominated Peter Speke, E^q, to be Vice Prefident 
in Council, and Deputy Governor of Fort William, pro^ 
ceeded iif the Yacht, attended by his Suite, on hia progiefa 
to ihe upfer Provinces ; and on the fame day reached Chin- 
furah, where HJi Excellency landed, and was entertained at 
dinner on tlfat and the fucceeding evening by Mr. birch, 
the Commiifloner at that fettlemeiit. 

> On Wednefday the 20th, His Excellency proceeded on his 
voyage, accompanied by Sir Home Popham, who had joined 
him at Barrackpore. 

On the 24th, Sir Home Pophann returned tn Cafffftta. 

On Wednefday ihe 26th ul^mo, the Ciovernor General 
reached Dowdpore, where the Nabob of Bengal, who had 
come from Moorftiedabad to meet His Excellency, bad Ra- 
tioned his boats. 

The unfavourable (late of the wpaUier prevented the Go- 
vernor General from receiving the vilit of the Nabob of 
Bengal, until the 30ih ultimo, after that ceremony had been 
concluded, the Governor Genet al failed fur Berhamport/, 
which Ration His Excellency reached on Monday the 51R* 
The troops of the cantonment were drawn up along the 
bank of the river, and faluted His Excellency as he failed 
pad. 

* On Tuefday the iR, His Excellency landed at Berham- 
rorc, and was entertained at dinner by Mr. Patile, Senior 
Judge of the Court of Ci'cuit and Appeal at Moorlhedabad ; 
and on Wednefday the zd inflant, His Excellency, attended

Guard, infpe^ed the troops of the Cantonment under thq 
command of Lieutenant Colonel Wood.

Circuit, and on the morning of Thurfday the 3d inflant, the 
Governor General took his departure from Berhampore ; the 
troops of the cantonment -being diawn up on the bank of 
tU rivefi^ f4l^ted His Excellency at hi| departure* Qo the .

lace of the Nabob uf Bengal, to whom and to th^ Begums 
His Excellency paid a vifit of ceremony on the morning of 
the 4th, being attended by ail the Civil and Military Officers 
of his fuite, by a party of the Body Guard, and by a Cap.

The country round Gmna is very plrafant, 
provifions are plentiful and exceedingly reafonable— the Egyptians and 
Ar;«ba are extremely civil and feem happy that our people are amongft 
them. Ihe corps there are the lOth reggnent, 88th, all the Artillery, 
and two companies of Tepoys. Intelligence had been received there 
from' Grand Cairo that the French had figned articles of capitulation, 
and that our tioops aie in podefTion of one of the gateways. Thefe 
difpatches were dated the g'h of July, and the French were to march 
out next morning A falute was tired at Ginna on the occation, and 
another on hoilling the green or Imperial dig on the honfeof the Grand 
Signior at that place. Ginna is a large town full of inhabitants — the fai^ 
mo IS temple «f Ifis is in view from the encampment.— Grnrral Baird 
l^d friit Captain Budgron to Cano by the Nile, and whofe irturn was 
hourly expeClcd. — Alexandria Iftll held out when thefe difpaichcs came 
away, l)ut expected to fall daily.’'

The Albion and Gaitier ate arrived at Madras from Am* 
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boyna, they bring the. melancholy particulars of the wreck of 
the SuCceA Galley, Captain Binny ; it appears that the Suc-^ 
cefs Galley, was proceeding to Ambovna from foine of the 
rieighbouiing Iilands, and was in fight of u, v\hen a heavy 
gale of wind fet in, which tore iici fails to pieces ; the Suc- 
cefs Galley anchored, but parting (lie drove into the lorf and 
•was literally daOied 10 pieces ; hir. Glafs, Fiift Officer, and 
about thirteen Lafears, alone lavcd» 


The following extraft of a letter, dated Mocha, 15th Sep^ 
icmber, is the only account yet icccived of ilie lo(s cf tho 
Blip Fuzzy AUnm. We arj anxious to hejr fm iher particu- 
lars of this unfortunate accident. 

'■'^•'The (hip Fu/zy Alluin was loft on the 7th June, at 10 
P. M. in the latitude of about 10 10 Noith on the Coaft of 
Africa. Capt. Baird, the 2d<ind*3<J Officer®, I am afraid are 
no’ more. I travelled over the country and was taken off by a 
Bombay (hip, on the 19th Auguft, and arrived here on the. 
9th September.** ' 


Letters from Port Jackfon of the nth March, received 
by thcTrimmer, Capt. Foggo, mention that the mod flounlh- 
'ing fettleraeni on ihc banks of the U-ivykcfbuiy, had fjfFered 
mucluJaib^ft Jod, the river having rifen more than fotty fecc 
perpendic^ir. The rain continued incefl'ant (or ten days. 

On the lethof February, about half paft eleven o’clock 
at night, a vefy fevcic fliock of an earthquake was felt. It 
lafted about one minute ; but exc^ept (haling fomc plader oft' 
the houfes, no accounts uf damage ocv.a(ioned by it had been 
received at the date of the letter. 

A great number of United Iriftimen hnd lately anivedn 
The Anne tranfppit, fiom England, had landed one hundred 
and twenty-feven peifons of this defcripnon, mod of whom. 

been found guilty of murder. The great cncrealc o£ 
thofe defperadoes had caufed ferious alarm in the colony. 
They had been detefted in making pikes, and laying plans 
for overthrowing the eftabliflied authority. At Norfolk 
Idand they had nearly carried their point; but were timely 
difcoveredi and two of the iufurgents fuffered deadi. 
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A ve/Tel called ihe Lady Nelfon, with flidino keels, had 
been difpatched to tlie fouthward, lo furvey thac part of 
Jiafft’s Screights, which had not, till then, been afcertatned. 

This colony promifes to yield a fund of entertainment to 
tlie lotrers of natural hiftory. Many non-defcript plants 
.have been dtfCovcred, and two new quadrupeds. One called 
by the natives pyhomhottf is found to the fouthward, near 
Bafs*8 S’jcighis, ^n lat. from 38® 1040*'. It alfo frequenta 
the lAands adjacent to thofe Streights. It burrows in the 
groond. In colour, it nearly refembles^ Fox, and approaches 
in form to a Bear. It has the pouch of the OpolTum, but dif- 
fers in every other refpeft, frtvn that clals of animals. The 
Pelvis, with two bones beloogin| to the falfe belly, is the 
very fame as that defcribed by Mr. Home, in his obfiy^- 
tionson tire Kangaroo, publiflied iit the Philofophical 7 ranf- 
adlions: but it differs fiumthat animal, by having only fwo 
nipples in the falfe belly. The teeth are two incifors in each 
jaw : no canine teetii : grindeis, four double and one iingle 
in each jaw. Th«ii||elh is good to eat. Eight of them had 
been brotight alive tooidney Cove, weighing from 17 to 20 
pounds each. The dimenfions of one of them were as fol. 
low.

We alfo capMued at fea the 
whole of the enemy’s annual fupply from Batavia, with 
37,^00 dollars in fpecie, and various articles to nearly ths 
fame amount.

chois, and fawedhei gunwales through, &c.) was again withia 
hail of li».r ;~the Kugcne, after a few fliot, ihen furrcndred. 

She wa^s fomurly called the Diana, commanded by Citoyea 
CaiJt.iiice left ihc Ifle ofFi.ince on tiu* uil» September, and has 
captured the fliip Orient, brig Fricndfhip, and fliip Nancy Grab.

'Fhe Vitflor belongs to Sir Home Pophatit*s fquadron, and 
coufulerably inferior in force to her opponent— her being fent 
off the Sechcllcs, and the fuccefs of the meafurc, is another 
inftance of the zeal manifefted by Sir Horn.*, for the pro- 
'lC(Jfioii and profperity of the trade of India. 

La £]ihe was a remarkably faft failcr, and doubtlefs, had 
!lie efcapej^ihe vigilance of Captain Collier, who had chaced 
her a few d:\ys before, would have committed confidcrable 
depredation oA our trade, 

A brig, with ftores,^ a prize to the Viftor floop, is alfi# 
arrived in the river. We underlland the Viftor floop funk 
another Corvette at the Ifle of Mahe, named the Arrow. 

The following are, we underftand, the particulars of the 
atflon between H. M. floop of war the Viftor and the Na- 
tional Corvette La Flcche. 

The Viftor fell in with La Flechc on the 27th of Augufl,

her aflifiance, and the fire wai/oon extinguifhed ; but un- 
fortunately the cable of La Fleche having been burnt, fh?waa 
driven by the current oiii a.coral rock, and totally loft,

This crime conlifts in an unlawful combination* of 
two peifons at lead, for the l.tke of piocuiing money from 
anyone, by threats tending to create f ars of having his 
reputation injured or Ins life and property endangered ty 
falfe and groundlefs prcfecutions, or hy any other illegal 
means; orinfalfely and malicioully piocuriiigan innocent 
perfon to be aiflually indidled for a telony. Our crowded and
